On Wednesday, Costello said 
campaign finance reform 
should be the first priority of 
the.

“It is c r that from the 
presidential to the 
congressional level, people are 
sick and tired of the constant 
questions over how American 
political campaigns were 
financed through this election 
cycle,’’ Costello said 

He is calling for House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich, R-Ga., 
and Minority Leader Dick 
Gebharat, D-Mo., to 
immediately appoint a 
non-partisan federal 
commission to recommend 
changes to the current system 

He suggested that retiri 
elected officials, such 
former Sen. Bob Dole, 
and retiring Sen. Paul Simon, 
D-Ill., be included on the 
commission because they no 
longer have anything to gain 
or lose by changes to the 
system. 

Campaign finance reform is 
not a new issue to Costello, 
who has introduced legislation 
that would eliminate > 
contributions from political 

ittees (PACs),

parties in congressional races 
and place limits on the total 
amount of money a candidate 
may spend on a campaign. 

Costello said he would 
re-introduce the legislation on 
the first day of the 105th 
Congress.

McGinnis arraigned in killing 


GREENVILLE — Jeers and 
cheers alike greeted Kelly 
McGinnis as he emerged from 
a squad car in front of Bond 
County Courthouse, where he 
was arraigned Thursday on a 
charge of first-degree murder 

“Way to go, Kelly!”” shouted 
Lyshunda Morris, i6, who had 
been dismissed early from 
Greenville High School for 
report card day 

An older woman down the 


block shouted, “I hope you fry, 


McGinnis!”" 

It was McGinnis’ first 
documented appearance in his 
hometown since he allegedly 
gunned down City Attorney 
Thomas Meyer Aug. 12. 

A cold thin rain fell on a 
crowd of about 200 high school

students and adults waiting 
across the street from the 
small rural courthouse 

McGinnis did not respond to 
shouted questions about where 
he had been during his flight 
from justice. Except for 
orange prison garb, he looked 
similar to wanted posters that 
had hung in every public place 
in the region for 86 days. 

McGinnis was represented 
during the arraignment by 
Clayton attorney Michael S. 
Ghidina, who later said he had 
not been formally retained but 
had agreed to appear initially. 

Circuit Judge John L- 
DeLaurenti told McGinnis 
during the arraignment that, 
as a judge, he had been good 
friends with Meyer. 


“TI feel I can be f. 
wanted you to know. 
DeLaurenti said. ‘I gave a 
eulogy at (Meyer’s) 
memorial.” 

DeLaurenti set no bond for 
McGinnis. He said a 
preliminary hearing would be 
set in the coming weeks. 

McGinnis, 40, is believed to 
have killed Meyer because the 
attorney represented 
McGinnis’ ex-wife in their 
divorce this past spring. 

Associate Circuit Judge Ann 
Callis-Rongey had awarded 
custody of McGinnis’ two 
children to the mother over 
McGinnis’ objection.

Callis-Rongey went into hid- 
ing two days after the Aug. 12 
slaying. She returned to work 
briefly in late September but 
was forced into hiding again

Chief Judge Byron granted 
the leave in compliance with a 


request- from the St 
Major Case Squad 

Cases on the judge’s docket 
were postponed indefinitely 

Greenville Police Chief John 
King said the violent end to 
the search for McGinnis is a 
good indication that sending 
the judge into hiding was a 
wise’ move. 

“Jt would appear that was a 
good idea,” he said. 

King has a personal stake in 
the search for McGinnis. Mey- 
er was best man at King’s 
wedding three years ago, and 
King says he was determined 
to find the person responsible 
for his friend’s death 

King went to California 
recently to appear on a nation- 
al crime-solving television 
show to ask the public’s help 
in solving the case. He got 
more than 60 leads within a 
few hours. 

“Obviously I am relieved 
that he has been found and 
that this aspect of the case is 
at a close, but quite honestly, 
I’m not sure what I feel 
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think numb is about the best 
way to describe it.” 

King said he had taken a 
brief vacation to try to get his 
life back in order after the 
many weeks of involvement in 
the case 

“T was focused on other 
things, trying to get myself 
back to normal,’’ he said. ‘“He 
has been missing for so long 
that I was surprised that they 
found him.”* 

He said it was ironic that 
McGinnis was captured on the 
same kind of day that he 
showed up in Vandalia. ‘‘It 
was this same type of rainy 
afternoon,” he said. 

He said he is happy McGin- 
nis was captured before. any- 
one else had been hurt 

“] talked to Mrs. (Kathleen) 
McGinnis, and she expressed 
relief that no one else was 
hurt. That was her biggest 
concern,” King said.

McGinnis is accused of shooting Greenville City Attorney 
Thomas Meyer. Aug. 12. He had been a fugitive from justice 
since, although several sightings were reported. 

McGinnis, who is believed to jhave shot Meyer in anger over 
a bitter divorce settlement, had become somewhat of a folk 
hero amongst people who felt he was a victim of the justice 
system. 

Signs of support had periodically sprung up in yards around 
Greenville, and ‘‘Go Kelly Go’’ bumper stickers were seen on 
vehicles. 

Janie McCario of Greenville, assistant manager of the Moto- 
Mart service station on Illinois Route 127, said she heard 
varying views on the case from customers Wednesday eve- 
ning. 

“People have been coming in all night. There’s mixed reac- 
tion,” she said. ‘‘I’m kind of glad (for the arrest) because I 
have a daughter in school. Justice needs to be served.’” 

She noted that McGinnis does have sympathizers, however. 

“A lot of people who come in here think he got a raw deal,” 
McCario said. 

John Edd, 39, who said he worked with McGinnis at Carlisle 
Syntec in Greenville before the murder, discussed the case 
feom a nearby tavern on Route 127 near Interstate 70.

“We're still considering our options,” Garcia said Thursday. 
“We just got a call from the Attorney General's Office, and they 
said they are conducting a thorough investigation 

“We'll see what they come up with,” he added. 

Bradford would not take office until January, so the 
controversy could go on for months. 

Some observers said it is appropriate that. the controversy came 
in the Bradford-G. race, which was widely regarded as 
among the dirtiest campaigns waged this year. 

Both candidates used a variety of ads and commercials 
attacking the integrity of the other.

I’ve been playing in trivia 
nights for years and I still 
think they’re a lot of fun. 

For those who do not know 
what I am talking about, here 
is a brief description: A trivia 
night, generally, is a competi- 
tfon in which teams of people 
try to answer the most ques- 
tions correctly. Prizes are 
awarded to the top team and, 
usually, to the second- and 
third-place finishers, at least. 

Teams normally consist of 
anywhere from six to 10 peo- 
ple. The questions generally 
are given out 10 at a time in 
each of 10 rounds. Sometimes 
the questions come in random 
order, but usually they are 
divided into categories, such 
as sports, television, American 
history and so on. 

While this may sound like a 
dull evening to some people, 
there is much more to it than 
dryly answering questions. The 
questions spur conversations, 
reminiscences and arguments 
among team members. If one 
team member insists his 
answer is right and it turns out 
to be wrong, that person 
deservedly receives wisecracks 
from his teammates. 

To have a_ prize-winning 
team, you need people with a 
wide range of specialties.

The final analysis will show 
a first-half, final-play pass of 
five yards from Jason Frier- 
dich to Justin Siegel as deci- 
sive as an extra point kick by 
Aaron Emig, who clinched the 
victory with a 38-yard field 
goal in the fourth quarter, 

However, if coach Glenn 
Schott and his Crusaders staff 
ever have time to view fully 
the events -of their game with 
Lanphier at Township Stadium, 
I hope they pass along to game 
officials the ludicrous actions 
of the Springfield assistant who 
also might be remembered for 
wearing shorts on a very cool 
evening 

In a game in which Lanphier 
lost three fumbles and had a 
pass intercepted in the final 
quarter, an interception of an 
Althoff pass that nearly led to 
a Springfield win galled me.

That would seem innocent 
enough by itself, but he also 
was close to 10 yards into the 
playing field. From that per- 
‘spective he would signal to the 
Lanphier defense via arm 
movements. 

As long as_no official took 
exception, and none did, Good 
Ol Hyper continued his antics, 
which I believe contributed to 
Althoff scoring just one touch- 
down in the game. In the 
fourth quarter, as the Crusad- 
ers prepared for a pass play, 
Hyper directed his defensive 
backs into a counter position 
that led to an interception and 
nearly a Lanphier victory.

assignments because of inju- 
ries. Harris completed 25 of 61 
passes for only 317 yards and 
one touchdown, but the War- 
riors were mostly a running 
team out of the Power I for- 
mation.
